The superior quality of British 
coal had been demonstrated by a 
series of testa instituted by the 
Canadian Department of Mines.

NANKING’S TRIUMPH. 


The future student of the his- 
tory of the Chinese Revolution 
will find the present period one of 
confusion, but he 
will have the advantage of us in 
knowing what trails to follow in 
the confusion, what line it was 
that led to definite conclusions, 
and what was of no importance. 
We must be content to yxrope 
among the bewildering detail. 
details are those 
which led to the recent victory of 
the Nanking Government in Can- 
ton. What curious conjunction of 
circumstances led to the alliance 
of Chang Fat-kwei with the 
Kwangsi party whom he had so 
grossly betrayed in the previous 
year? What was the  inter- 
relation between him as represent- 
ing the Reoryanisationists in the 
South, wind Feng Yu-hsian~ their 
protagonist in the North? Why 
did the Northern. attack on the 
Central Government cease just in 
time to allow the attack in the 
South to be stopped? Is it Feng’s 
word or is it Yen Shi-shan’s that 
“goes” with the Kuominchun? 
Was it the Russian menace that 
influenced the Northern rebels to 
hold their hand? If so why dic 
it not hold up Chang Fat-kwei too? 
Did the continued advance of 
Chang - Fat-kwei compel _ the 
Government to hold Canton at all 
risks and therefore lead them to 
acquiesce in the Russian 
demands? Or did Chang Heueh- 
Hang lose courage and commit the 
Government just when it was 
extricating itself from domestic 
difficulties and about ready to 
stem the Russian attack?

There is one point in this opera- 
tion which calls for. comment and 
consideration. It is the growing 
efficacy and consequent use of the 
air arm. «As we have pointed out 
‘before, this is extremely valuable 
in “government hands. It would, 
however, be « disaster to the coun- 
try if it became available for all 
parties. There was a report dur- 
ing the fighting that the Kwangsi 
group were procuring neroplanes 
through Yunnan. If this should 
become possible, and civil war con- 
tinue in the country, then the out- 
look would be black indeed. For 
aeroplane warfare if not very care- 
fully conducted is a peril not only 
to the military -but also, perhaps 
more, to the civilian population. 
It is to be hoped that the Govern- 
ment will be strong enough to sup- 
press aeroplane activity except 
under its own aegis; and that even 
civil flying be carefully regulated 
until the country settles down into 
a real peace. 


Extrality Mandate. Explanation. 


The explanation given to Ameri- 
can Government officials apropos 
the extrality abolition mandate 
serves to clarify the outlook in the 
immediate future for foreigners 
residing in China. The prospect 
of the.Nanking Government taking 
on their own initiative the respon- 
sibility of infringing upon acquir- 
ed treaty privileges: and rights is 
80 remote that it may be regarded 
as neglible.

The Bast River has been in the

the Government side in Swatow 
was arrested by General Hsu's 
adherents, It is said that this
